WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—President 
Wilson made his first public appearance 
in more than a year tonight when in 
his wheel’ chair’ he -went to the east 
portico of the White House and greeted 
“hundreds of Washington League of Na- 
tions adherents, gathered on the White 
House lawn to do him honor. 

The crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren, bearing State banners and the na- 
tional flag,;—under the leadership of 
Jchn F. Costello, Democratic National 
Committeeman for the District .of Co- 
lumbia, -assembled at Democratic na- 
tional headquarters at 8 P. M. and 
marched to the White House, where the 
gates were open to the public for the 
first time since!the beginning of the war, 

As the President was lifted in his} 
wheel chair up the ‘steps from the in- 
terior of the White House leading to 
the east portico the crowd on the ter- 
-race| below broke. into applause and 
joined in singing ‘* America.”’ 

Mrs. Wilson and members. of the fam- 
ily stood about the President while the 
crowd sang. . With an overcoat but- 
toned closely about him and a soft hat 
shading his face, the President sat 
silent, watching the throng below. There 
was more cheering as the song ended. 

A soloist sang *‘ Carry Me Back to 
Ole Virginny ”’ and the crowd picked yp 
the chorus. <As the song ended amid 
renewed cheering a) large bouquet of 
flowers was laid upon: the balustrade 
pefore him. 

Looking old and worn and showing 
plainly the ravages of his illness, the 
President made a pathetic figure, » He 
lifted his hat and his lips parted as if 
to smile, but his face ‘seemed tense with 
emotion. As an attendant wheeled the 
President ‘back into White House 
three cheers were given for ‘‘ the first 
figure of the age,"’ for ‘' the first lady 
of the land,” and for ‘' the League of 
Nations.’’ As Mrs. ‘Wilson waved a 
final greeting from the doorway. the 
crowd sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner."’

‘* Germans are to be pardoned,” de- 
clares the North-German Gazette; ac- 
cording to a cablegram in The Herald, 
‘*if they take satisfaction” in the 
election of Senator Harpinc.

trol by this country. They are free 
to feel elated to the top of their bent. 
But, when it. comes to reading the 
mind of the American people or pre- 
dicting ‘WHat }will be done by the Gov- 
ernment. of’ the United States, the 
Germans are in need of another sharp 
warning to be sure-of their facts be- 
fore going ahead. 

The article quoted affirms that our 
Presidential election shows that Amer- 
icans are strongly opposed to the 
Versailles Treaty and to the whole 
subsequent policy of ‘‘ violence” to- 
ward Germany.

Garage dows to’ Pieces and 
Windows in Many Houses 
Shattered.

PANIC; IN PUBLIC: SCHOOL 
Henry A. McAvoy, Son of ex-Mayor, 
Dead—-Had Been Experimenting 
with Motion Picture Explosives. 


‘Fort Lee and neighboring towns were 
shaken yesteruuy by an explosion Wawa 
capsed the death of one man, shatteréd 
the windows in many houses and threw 
the pupils in a large public school build- 
ing into a panic, The explosion is still 
@ mystery to the police and the Hack- 
ensack Prosecutor, who are investigat- 
ing it. 

Henry A, McAvoy, 36 years old, son 
of John McAvoy, former Mayor of Fort 
Lee, was killed. He was in a garage 
next door to hig father’s house, Palisade 
Avenue and Whitman Street, where the 
explosion occurred. The garage, a well- 
built structure, was blown into pieces, 
Seme of the timber was. hurled 100 
yards, and windows, were shattered 
within a radius of 800 feet, Ong heavy 
beam was blown completely through the 
roof of a three-story residence nearby, 

After the explosion many persons 
rushed to the scene. . McAvyoy's body, 
badly mutilated, with. his clothing torn’ 
to shreds, was carried out. He lived a 
few minutes; while Drs. C. A. Connor 
and C. W. \Priestley worked over him. 
No one else was injured, although sev- 
eral persons were badly shaken. Im the 


+! school building, about 100 yards distant, 


the windows were broken and several 
of the children. were knocked from their 
seats by the force of the explosion. 

The residence of Elmer H. Schwartz 
was set on fire by burning fragments, 
and the fire alarm brought a large 
crowd from miles around. . The police 
had difficulty in keeping the throng 
back. Orders were given that nothing 
be disturbed until the dause of the ex- 
plosion could be investigated. 

Scattered on all sideS of the destroyed 
building were smoke shells and motion- 
picture fireworks, and it was believed 
at first that the’ explosion was caused 
by something connected with the taking 
ef pictures, McAvoy was employed un- 
til recently by the Fox Film Corpora- 
tion,.and, according’ to information ob- 
tained at the studio, he had been experi- 
The police of 
Fort Lee, however, believe that the 
biast was. caused by some explosive 
much more powerful than any used in 
the film industry. Two automobiles In 
the garage were completely wrecked and 
a third standing outside was badly 
damaged.

CABINET’S POSITION SHAKY 


Situation Explained to Lloyd George, 
Who Is Asked to be Patient 
for a Few Weeks.

PARIS, Nov. 4.—The gamé of cross pur- 
poses between France and England over 
reparations grows crosser every day. For 
the last six wéeks the English have been 
trying to pin the French down to a 
definite answer and the French have 
been stalling with thé Same determiria- 
tion. 

What Lioyd George wants to know is 
“‘ Are you going to follow my plan for 
settling the reparations , problem~ by 
amicable discussion with Germany or 
not? ’’ . 

Hitherto, according to diplomatic 
usage, he has reftained from putting the 
questi6n bluntly. ‘The method adopted 
has beén, first, the issue of a Retter 
message a month ago saying that it 
understood the French were in agree- 
ment with England and would discuss 
the miatter with the Germans as Lloyd 
George suggested. Instead of replying 
the French ignored this assertion. Séc- 
ond,’ England announced she would 
waive the’ right of sequestrating Gerfrian 
property. This was a more direct chal- 
lengé, but still no definite’ answer came 
from France. This was followed a few 
days ago by another Reuter meéssage 

ilar in tenor to the first. Still the 
French’ kept silence. = 

But Lioyd George is. determined to 
have the question settled one way or 
the other, and there is reason to believe 
that the idea of asking the French right 
out: ‘‘ Are you with-us or are you going 
to play @ lone hand?’ has been serious- 
ly considered by the Critish Cabinet. 

That is where the ¢foss comes in, 
for in fact it is quite impossible for 
M. Leygues or -President Millerand 
either to answer that question now. 
The Leygues Cabinet has received noth- 
ing more than. the formal and. perfince- 
tory ,approval of Parliament, which 
gave that approval largely becatise it 
did not want its vacation interrupted by 
a ministerial crisis. 

The Chamber of Deputies is known 
to be strongly opposed to French accept- 
ance of Lloyd George’s method for 
settling the reparations. 

Perhaps that. pfroposittion can be 
modified when the si t , but 
at-present if the Government were to 
act in defiance of it it would “be sim- 
ply signing its own death warrant. 

It is a good deal of a question whether 
the Leygues Cabinet will last more 
than a few weeks after Parliament reas- 
sembles, ahyway. In these circum- 
stances it is unfair to expect M. Ley- 
gues to give a firm answer to such a 
momeértous question as to ‘whether 
France is prepared break with Eng- 
land or not-for that is what it comés 
to.

Although the murderer of Leeds 
Vatighan Waters, ’'a wealthy Rhode Isl- 
ander, was Still at large yesterday, the 
police of the Homicide Squad and of 
the West Thirty-fiifth Stréet station 
said last hight that they looked for an 
immediate arrest.

The Boston. Symphony Orchestra. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra made 
its first visit of the season to New York 
yesterday and gave its first concert last 
evening. in Carnegie Hall. The orchestra 
showed, many new faces as a result of 
the reorganization it has undergone’ 
since its troubles of last Spring; the list 
of players printed in the program book 
contains a much larger proportion. of
